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S another year is drawing to a close, it becomes our 
duty to present a report of the condition of the 
schouis of which we have had charge. 

We are happy to be able to report that it has been a 
year of considerable progress. Not only have the schol- 
ars made commendable advancement im their different 
studies, but some needed repsirs have b-en made. 


In district No. 4, a neat, comfortable school house has 
been erected on the site of the old ae. surely, tock 
its departure none too soon. 

In some other districts new school houses are greatly 
needed. Your committee Lopes that the parents in these — 
districts will have mercy on their children and no longer 
compel them to-attend school in houses so-utterly unfit ‘for 
the purpose for which they are used. 

A good school building, kept tidy within-and without, 
is of itself an educator. Your children will be more like- 
ly to form habits of order and neatness with such a school 
room, than with one where every thing is ina tumble-down, 
dilapidated, filthy condition, A> little thought on this 
subject we believe would result-in much cood. 


Your committee desires to call attention to a subject of 
which is of vital importance to both: parents and pupils, 
we teferto the matter of 

VENTILATION. 

It is very surprising that in this age of intelligence, 
when so much is said and written upon the subject of hy- 
gienne, that so many public buildings are destitute of any 
proper provision for the admission of pure air. The open- 
ing of dvors or windows for this purpose is a very poor 
und dangerous-expedient. The atmosphere of the school ~ 
room. i some cases has béen found to be very impure. 
We fear that some of the pupils of our village schools have 
suffered seriously, in some cases, through imperfect ven- 
tilation, and in other cases, by bei ‘ing exposed, when very 
warm, to large draughts of cold air from open doors and 
windows. We have reason to believe that some sickness 
among the scholars has resulted from one of these causes. 
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Is there no remedy ? (And what an inveterate smoker 
that stovepipe is.) Will the gentlemen who fill the re- 
sponsible pusition of Prudential Committee in the differ- 
ent districts, permit us to muke a suggestion, or two to 
them. And, first, with regard to the 
EMPLOYMENT OF TEACHERS. 

In many eases it would be greatly to the advantage of 
a district if the supt., school committee were consulted 
before a teacher is engaged. Lis acquaintance with 
diffrent teachers renders his counsel of value in some 
cases, and it might resut in securing the services of a 
better teacher than would otherwise be secured. L[litherto 
we fear there has not been, in all cases, sufficient care ex- 
ercised in selecting teachers. It should be borne in mind 
that some teachers m: iy do w ole: in a small summer school 
who ought not to be employed for a winter term. And 
with reeard to the wages pxid for teachers services, re- 
memberthat it is often poor economy to hire cheap teachers. 
A short school with 2 good te: acher is more profitable than 
a long one with a poor ‘teacher. If possible, as 2 rule secure 
teachers who have had expericnce and success in teaching, 
or who have special éravning for the work in the Normal 
Schoot or elsewhere. The want of an article so inexpen- 
sive and abundant as cha// ought not to interfere with the 
success of aschool; and yet we fear that not more than 
half our schools have had a good supply of this needful 
article during the year. Probably 25cts worth of white 
crayons, which con be procured at the bookstore, would be 
sufficient for most of our schools, for an entire year. 


We would further remind this committee that the law 
permits them to expend 5 per cent of the school money for 
the purpose of needful repairs. Now why not get a ma- 
son before the next term of school begins and let him fill 
up those ugly holes in the walls and coiling ! ? Why not, 
also, get a little room paper and use it? And that black 
board, does it not need painting? These things will cost 
but little, but they will make the school room very much 
more pleasant for the little folks, as well as for your teach- 
er. They will also be a credit to your district. 


In. refering to to the different districts we shall aim at 
brevity.

DISTRICT NO. 2. (Salmon District) 


The summer term of ten weeks, was taught by Miss 
Lucey J. Chase. Whole number of scholars, 30; We 
think the teacher labored faithfully, and not without suc- 
cess. The full term of eight weeks, was taught by Miss 
Annie 8. Hall. Whole number of pupils, 32. A pleasant 
term. Several of the scholars were’ commended on the 
last day for perfect deportment for the entire term. The 
winter term consisted of eleven weeks. Mr. D. F. Rich- 
ardson was the teacher. Whole number of pupils, 34. 
This is quite an advinced school. Two of the pupils have 
taught part of the year. We think the schoolin Mr. R's 
hands, made good -progress: The closing examination 
showed that work had been done. We heard some inti- 
mations that some of the pupils were not as orderly at all 
times as they should have been ; but we saw no indications 
of this. Good o:der is of absolute importance in all schools. 
It may be necessary in some cases in order to secure this, 
to resort to corporal punishment. 

pisrrict No. 3, (North Lisbon.) 

The summer term of ten weeks, was taught by Miss 
Eva A. Wells. Whole number of scholars, 18. The 
school was small, but we think, the teacher did what she 
could. The winter term of 13 weeks, was taught by Miss 
Alice M. Moffett. Whole number of scholars, 29. The 
district was quite fortunate in securing the services of this 
teacher. She has had considerable experience in the works 
of teaching, and seems to have areal love for it. A live, 
wide awake teacher is pretty sure not to have a dull school. 

DISTRICT NO. 4, (Pond District. ) 

The new school house not being completed in time for 
it, there was no summer school. “There was a fall term of 
ten weeks, taught by Miss Elvah M. Little. Whole 
number of pupils, 18. The winter term was taught by the 
same teacher. Whole number of scholars, 18. Perhaps, 
as some of the scholars were large and considerable ad- 
vanced, it would have been better to have employed amore 
experienced teacher for the winter term. 

pisTrIcT NO. 5. (Cole District. ) 


Summer term of nine wecks, taught by ‘ee Elvah M. 


Little. Whole number of acholieme | some French 
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children Jearned English rapidly. We doubt whether 
Miss Nettie Hayves's pupils learn French any more rapidly. 
The winter term of twelve weeks, wus ta rught by Miss K. 
M. Thayer. Whole number of scholars, 15. Miss Thay- 
cr secmed rather young to teach a winter school, but we 
heard no complaints. Phanks to the district, in behalf of 
teachers and pupils for the improvement within the school 
room. How much more cheerful they make the room ap- 
pear. 
pistricr NO. 6, (Goodenough District.) 

Summer term of twelve weeks. Whole number of pu- 
pills, 11. Miss Elvira J. semis teacher. Miss B. has had 
a large expericnce asa teacher, and we should be glad to 
see her in one of our kb a ai schools. The winter.term of 


thirteen weeks, was Me ght hy Miss Alice Page. Whele 
nunmiber of schokus. Ay ere glad to find so many schol 


ars present and so lay irge a proportion ofadvanced scholars. 
We think both teacher and pupils did weil. There seenis 
to be an increasing interest in the study of gramiuar im 
this and other schools. 

pistrict No. 7, (Center District.) 

Summer term of eight weeks. ae Alice Page teach- 
er. Whole number of pupils, 12. A plea isant School. 
Class of beginners in grammar did uuusnaliy well. ‘The 
winter term of twelve weeks was taught by Miss Etta A. 
Whipple. Whole number of pupils, 17. Miss Whipple 
has evidently evidently enjoyed better advantages for cul- 
ture than have some of our young teachers. We have in, 
this school some bright, intelligent pupils who are making 
good progress in climbing the ‘ladder of | arming. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. 

Summer term of ten weeks. Miss Ciara J. Hanson 
teacher. Whole number of pupils, 19. We think Miss 
Hanson, though she did not lack education, was rather 
young for this school. We heard, however, no. serious 
complaint. We were not notified of the time of the  be- 
ginning of this school and only learned by accident that it 
was in session. No teacher so young and inexperienced 
should be permitted to begin a school without first receiv- 
ing a certificate from the Supt. Not knowing when this 
school closed, we can not speak of its progress. The win- 
ter term of thirteen weeks was taught by Miss Mary S. 
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Bryant. Whole number ot pupils 23. We regard Miss 
I}. as a superior teacher. The school was a complete suc- 
cess. This teacher deserves commendation for the great 
pains she is taking to fit herself for the work of teaching. 
She is soon, we understand, to graduate from the Normal 
School at Plymouth. We would urge other young teachers 
to make a great effort to attend this or some other similar 
institution. Parents, 1f possible help in this matter. 
DISTRICT NO. 9. (Georgeville. ) 

oSaniner term of seven wee ‘ks, aa. winter term of. six. 
Miss Effie G. Palmer, teacher both terms, Whole number 
of scholars in summer 13, in winter 15. In this her first 
school Miss P. did well. She will make a good teacher. 
Weregret that this district has so little school money, and 
consequently so little schooling. Some of the districts 
seem to have an abundance of school money, and are able 
to have three terms a year, while this district has only 
money enough for one term. There ought to be some 
remedy for ee but there seems to be no teasible one 
under existing Inws. We wish the people of the district 
would supplement the usual school with a subscription 
school. 

pistricr No. 1]. (Walker Hill.) 

The summer term of ten weeks, was taught by Miss 
Capitola P. Sherman. Whole number of scholars 17. This 
was Miss Sherman’s first school, and, considering the 
general state of affairs in the district, and the circumstance 
that it was so near her home, we think that she succeeded 
finely. This district like some others needs a new school 
house ; but if it cannot have that, a little money expended 
judiciously would greatly improve the present school 
~yoom. which to the great credit of its ancient builders, be 
it snid, has a yatitntor The black board is worthless till 

painted. The winter term was 13 weeks in length = Mr. 
E. O. Wheeler, taught for three weeks, and was then 
dismissed, for what. it would be exceedingly difficult to 
siy. He was doing well. The Supt. Committee, Pruden- 
tial Committee and the district generally were satisfied. 
But a certain person in the district becoming displeased 
with the teacher, and with the Prudential “Counniittads 
made the discovery that the latter had not been legally 
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elected, owing to some very slight omission on the part of 
the district clerk. Rather than have a law suit to settle 
that question, the committee resigned, and, hoping to 
promote peace, the Selectmen appointed a new committee 
who dismissed the teacher and hired his: daughter, Miss 
Mary E. Corey She passed a good examination, and 
completed the term, not altogether without friction, but 
certainly doing better than eculd have been expected under 
the circumstances. The school appeared well at the close. 
Length of term 13 weeks. 24 pupils. We hope there will be 
harmony inthis district henboft th. We regretted exceed- 
ingly the dismissal of Mr. W. and feel sure that it should 
not in the least injure his reputation as a teacher, 

Your committee does not have « harge of the schools in 
Lisbon Village and Sugar fiill, but is expected to include 
these districts in his report to the State Superintendent. 

The summer term at Sugar [ill was taught by Mrs. 
Marcia E. Bowles ; whole unmber of scholars, 25. . The 
fall term was taught by Miss A. L. Sawyer. ‘Number of 
pupils, 39. Leneth of summer term, ten weeks; fall 
term, eight weeks ‘The winter term has not closed yet, 
( March 4th.) The following ladies have been employed 
all or a purt of the yeer us teachers in eur village schools : 
Esther J. Rhodes, Elvie P. Trickey, Mary E. Noyes, An- 
na FP. Morrison, Marion B. Minot. In the hands of these 
ladies our schools have been highly prosperous. The gen- 
tlemen and Indices who have superintende ‘d these schools, 
deserve much praise for their unwearied efforts in their 
behalf. Let us have no change, either in the board of 
officers, or teachers The whole number of different schol- 
ars that have attended school all or a portion of the year: 
Hizh School, 32; Grammar School, 25; Intermediate, 72 ; 
Primary, 62. Nwauber of children: In the town of Lis- 
bon, in the spring of 1877, there were 304 children be- 
tween the ages of five and fifteen years. Of this number, 
140 were hoys. and 164 girls. All children between eight 
and fourteen years of age are required by law to attend 
school, at least twelve weeks ina year. Only seven chil- 
dren between five and fifteen years of age have not attend- 
school during the year. Let it be remembered that it is 
for the interest of a district that ever y scholar of suitable 
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age should attend school, as the amount of your school 
money depends upon number of pupils that atlend school. 
We are not able to learn that there are any persons in 
town between 14 and 21 years of age who cannot read and 
write. ‘ 

NUMBER OF PUPILS IN TOWN: 

Our statistics show, as we expected, that the schools 
outside the village have been considerably larger than 
last year. In all, 437 differeut scholars have “iteonded 
school in town during the year. Sugar Will.35; Lisbon 
Village, 179; the remaining nine districts, 222.» Nearly 
all have atte »nded to readingand spelling ; 207 to penman- 
ship; 272 to urithmetic ; 106 to geogr: aphy ; ; grammar, 96 ; 
book keeping, 9; algebra, oe analy sis. 14; physiology, 
6; rhetoric, 37; philosophy, 9; composition, 31; U.S. 
history, 37; vocal music, 24. 


Would space permit, we would like to urge the impor- 
tance of visiting the schools more frequently and of pro- 
viding maps and other needful things for our school rooms ; 
but lest we should trespass, we must here pause, express- 
ing the wish that God’s blessing may be upon all our 
schools.
